Six schools have been maintained through the school year. 
With the assistance of the appropriation made by the state, 
which amounted to $125.09, we were enabled to have twenty- 
tive weeks of school during the year. ; 


The success of our schools has varied from moderate to that 
of a high degree. When parents, teachers and scholars work in 
perfect harmony nothing but the best of success can be the re- 
sult. A good educational system 1s a fine recommendation for a 
town. 


Aside from the regular text books furnished for the use of 
the pupils is the free use of the library, which has been _patro- 
nized by some, and we would highly recommend that the chance 
for reference there found be improved by many more. 


Some of our teachers have done excellent work, taking 
especial interest in the school work, attending institutes, visiting 
other schools and in many ways increasing interest in the schools. 
We are glad to welcome teachers who have had close training in 
school work and bring life and spirit with their work. 


The appropriation for the repair of the South Acworth 
schoolhouse was judiciously expended. As the District has be- 
gun : campaign of repairs, we hope it will be kept up until the 
schoolhouses now in use are in good shape, and comfortable for 
the teacher and scholars.
